CONDITIONS OF SALK! 



Fiest. —The highest bidder to be the buyer; the auctioneer 
reserving to himself the right of refusing the bidding of 
any person he pleases ; and should any dispute arise 
between other bidders the lot or lots to be put up again 
and re-sold, and the auctioneer is to be the sole arbi¬ 
trator in all matters of dispute. 

Second. —No person to advance less than 28. 6d. at each bidding; 
above five pounds, 5s., and so on in proportion; and no 
bidding to be retracted. 

Third. —The purchasers are, when required, to pay down imme¬ 
diately a deposit of five shillings in the pound, or such
